gavages, who subsist by plander and by the
chase. They have no aivilization. Thay cal-
tivate no land. They are nomads wandering
over the vast wastes of our Western interior,
and when not at war with tho whites are en-
ghged in the pleasant pastime of taking one
another's scalps. The idea that they are
peaceable, guiet, tractable, etc,, is all erro-
neous, They have robbed an?? murdered the
emigrant trains passing aocross the continent
from the days of Lewis and Clark down to the

present. They are thicves and mur-
derers by instinet. The pretonse that
they are driven to thelr excesses ino

retaliation for wrongs dons by the whites is

fulse. They robbed and murdered the
emigrant trains to California in 1847-3-9,
when there were no white settlements from

the Missouri to the Sacramento, and all that
the white man did was simply to puss across
the country, just as persistently as they do
now, They are simply a sot of murdering
savages, who have no more idea of gond faith,
and no more compuuction st taking the lite of
man, woman, or child, than have the grizzly
bears of the mountains, Ths country has had
no dificulty with the semi-vivilized Indian
tribes of tha West, such as the Delawares, the
Wyandots, the Kaws, the Osages, and the
Jodisns of the Indian Territory. Many of
these live on reservations surrounded by the
whites, and mingling with them daily without
collision. It is only with the wild Indian, the
unadulterated savage, who until within a very
short pariod still used the bow and the arrow,
that the troubles have ocourred.

The rapid settlement of the great regions
beyond the Missouri during the lust few years,
and now the building of the two great lines of
the Pacific Railroad, lave brought the whites
in contact with these Indians much wors fre-
quently than formerly. Greal emigrant and
trading routes to New Mexivo, Colorado, Utals,
Montana, eto., traversed by thousands at all
seasons of the year, have penetrated the plains
in every direction.

The Indian question must now be settled.
The settlement of the country, and the con
gtruotion and operation of our great national
lines of railway, cannot be enfferad to be ob-
struoted by a few thounsand miserable savages,
who live by plunder and the chase. A pro.
posal has been made to comcentrate these wau-
dering tribes, and locate them together in the
Indian Territory south of Kansas, The plan
has its difficulties, but something of that clar-
actor is essential if the Indian would be saved
from extermination. The rapid settlement of
the interior will soon of itself abolish the
ancient hunting grounds, and leave these wild
tribes no means of sabsistence. The buffaloss
are already disappearing rapidly as their pas-
iure-ranges are being invaded by the advance
of clvilization. The Indian must give up his
nomadic habits, or he too must perish. The
savage and the civilized man cannot live to-
gether, It is only a guestion of time. Could
the wild tribes be located together somewhere
on agricultural ground, they might, perhaps,
be brought finally to snpport themselves; but
it wonld be a matter of great difioulty to col-
lect and remove them. 'T'he stronger prola-
bility is that we shall live in a chrenic state
of hostility with them until they graduaally
fade away.
